The new Mines Act, the first read- 
ing of which was moved in the legis- 
lature™by the Hon. Chas. R. Mit- 
chell minister of public works, Wed- 
nesday afternoon is the result of the 
findings of the Mining Commiss.on 
which was appointed at the close of 


last session, The cummission,, con- 


sisting of J. T. Stirling, head of the 
mines department in tne province, 
Secretary MeNell, representing the 
owners’ association, and W. Powell, 
representing the men's federation, has 
been sitting almost continuously dur- 
ing the past year and their findings 
as embodied in the act, involve a 
number of important amendments to 
the mining law of the province. 
No Pit Lassies. 

Previous to the introduction of the 
new act the only law relating to min- 
ing was the Coa! Mines Act. The 
new act applies to all classes of mines, 
and will replace the Coal Mines Act. 
August Ist, 1913, is the time fixed for 
putting into operation the provisions 
of the new mining law. After that 
date it will be illegal to employ wo- 
men in or about a mine, except in 
such employment as office work, char- 
ring, etc. No boy under the age of 
sixteen is to be employed under 
ground, and the age at which a boy 
can be employed above the ground 
about a mine has been raised from 12 
to 14. A boy under sixteen must 
have reached a certain educational 
standard or he cannot be employed 
at a mine, 

Safety Provisions, 

The eight hour. c!2use is unaltered 
in the new act. An important new 
provision is that two ways of egress 
must be provided in connection with 
every part of a mine, in which ten 
or more persons are employed, This 
is a most important provision in case 
of explosions, where the retreat of 
the miners is apt to be cut off by the 
falling of the roof in the tunnels. In

average distance between depots was 
sixty-five miles, which, now allowing 
tor the bad weather, meant that the 


party must average over nine miles 
a day. 
The food and fuel stored at each 


depot gave a full ration at this 
speed for a week, The best day's 
march of the southern party on the 
varrier was approximately nine miles, 
falling at later stages of the march 
to as low as three miles. The fail- 
ure to maintain a higher spéed was 
indoubtedly due to the failing con- 
dition of Captain Oates, this weaken- 
ing them at a time when they had 
to face persistent winds and fre- 
juent blizzards, But, despite the 
Aopeless nature of the outlook forced 
on them, they never relinguished their 
gallant struggle but fought on heroic- 
ally to the bitter end 


As recorded in a previous dispatch 
the search party found their tent on 
Nov. 4, 1912. It was half-coveerd with 
snow and the sledge with thelr gear 
was completely covered. The tent was 
well spread with an inner tent placed 
yn poles. 

Cross Inscribed with Record 

The bodies having been identified, 
the inner tent was placed over them 
and a large cairn of snow was erected 
and a cross placed on the top, bear- 
ing the following record: 

“Left this oross and cairn erected 
over the remains of Captain R. F. 
Scott, C.V.0., R.N.; Dr. E. A. Wilson 
and Lécut. H. R. Bowers, R. N., as a 
slight token to perpetuate their gal- 
lant and successful attempt to reach 
the pole. This they did on the 17th 
day of January, 1912, after the Nor- 
wegians had already done so on the 
lst day of December, 1911. 

‘Ajso to commemorate thelr two 
gallant comrades, Captain R. KE. G. 
Oates, of Inniskiilen Dragoons, who 
walked to his death in a blizzard, will- 
ing, about twenty miles south of this 
place, to try and save his comrades, 
beset by hardship, and Petty Officer 
Edgar Evans, who died at the foot of 
the Beardmore glacier. 

“The Lord gave and the Lord taketh 
away. Blessed be the name of the 
Lord.” 

This record was signed by all the 
members of the searchgparty. 

No Symptoms of Scurvy 

Surgeon Atkinson stated that no 
symytom of scurvy existed. All ‘the 
records of the southern party having 
een collected, the whole search party 
proceeded 23 miles south to search for 
the body of Captain Oates, but no 
trace of it was found. Near the spot 
of his departure from his comrades a 
cross and cairn were erected and the 
following record ileft on the cairn. 

“Hereabouts died the very gallant 
gentleman, Captain R. E. G. Oates, In- 
niskillen Dragoons, who on the return 
rom the pole in March, 1912, willingly 
walked to his death in a blizzard to 
try and save his comrades beset by 
hardships.’” 

Mules Did Good Work 

Seven mules supplied by the Indian 
sovernment were used by the search 
party. Their rations consisted of tl 
pounds of ofl cake and oats in the 
sroportion of one of oll cake to two 
of oats. 

The speed of their march averaged 
better than that of the ponies of the 
previous year, From the start the 
daily marches averaged 14 miles, The 
surfaces on the outward journey were 
exceptionally good and the mules 
made good progress without sinking 
deeply. Deep snow was encountered 
on the return and the going was much 
heavier. 


The chief difficulty in connection 
with the mules was that they would 
not eat anything except their rations. 
The food of some consisted of rope 
yarn, tea leaves, man's and dog’s bis- | 
cults and tobacco ashes. The) weights 
hauled by the mules were much heav- 
jer than by the ponies, the highest 
weight at one time being seven hun- 
dred and sixty pounds. The gear sup- 
plied by the Indian government show- 
ed great forethought, and only had to 
be altered in very slight ways. The 
snow goggles were especially useful 
and a great comfort to the animals. 
The harness was the best harness. 
Two mules were shot on the barrier 
and five weturned after 350 miles oft

Two Dog Teamea 

There were two dog teams of eleven 
dogs each. Eighteen of the twenty- 
two which brought down In the first 
year all the stores were brought safe- 
ly back to the depot at Hut Point, The 
care of the mules devolved upon 
Lashley, His constant attention kept 
them in good order.

Commander E. R. G. R,. Evans, 
R.N., who was on board, spoke brief- 
ly of the tragedy near the Soutu Pole, 
He said the gallaniry of Captain Scott 
and the men with him. had never 
been surpassed, but the survivors 
were not disposed to advertise them- 
selves at the expense of the others. 
The ship's party, on nearing Cape Ev- 
give Captain 


ans, hed arranged to 
Scott and his companions a great 
ovation. 

Accommodation was made ready 
and luxuries were brought up from 


the stores, The ship steamed easily 
to her winter quarters and anchored 
“a quarter of a mile off shore, with 
colors flying. A large party ashore 
cheered, and the ship's company res- 
ponded, 

Commander Evans identified Lieut. 
Campbell, As Captain Scott could 
not be discerned in the group, Evans 
then shouted, “Are you all well”’ 

lost On Return Journey, 


Campvell replied “The southern 
party reached the pole on the 18th of 
January last year, but all were lost 
on the way back. We have their 
records,” 

Captain Scott's total distance to 


the pole and back was 1,842 statute 
miles. Reckoning by the progress of 
the supporting parties, he should 
have returned to Hut Point by March 
10th, 

Questioned regarding Capt. Scott's 
expressed astonisiiment at the short- 
age of fuel in the depots, Command- 
er Evans said Captain Scott had fuel 
to last a month beyond the expected 
date of his return. Regarding Petty 
Offcer Evans’ accident, he said: "On 
the ice bridges men had to climb up 
ten feet and slide down the other 
side. Accidents were unavoidable.’ 

The ship brought back every writ- 
ten record of the southern party, in- 
cluding the private diaries of Bcott, 
Bowers, Wilson, Oates and Evans.
